Lr us have peace!“ Four weeks 
from to-day will witness the inaugura- 
tion of General ULyssEs S. GRANT, in 
the presence of assembled thousands, 
as the eighteenth President of the 
United States. We have not troubled 
our readers with speculations as to the 
probabilities that may be evolved by 
his administration. Up to this time 
he has been reserved and reticent, and 
although occasionally we have been 
attracted by what Eastern journals 
have published as reliable, we have not 
considered their outgivings as autheu- 
tic or amounting to vaticinations. Nor 
have we desired to lift the veil upon the 
ture until such time as the President- 
elect may determine to develope his 
policy,relying upon nis magnanimity as 
asoldier, and the opportunity of adding 
the civic wreath to his crown of laurel. 
We have been gratified, rather, that he 
has not chosen to anticipate the policy 
he intends to pursue, for otherwise it 
might be construed into obtrusiveness, 
and conflict with the views of the out- 
going administration, which is en- 
titled to full consideration until the 
choice of the people shall be installed 
in office. The decorum exhibited by 
General GRANT, in withholding his 
policy and refusink to permit it to be- 
come a theme for public, if not acrimo- 
nious discussion, which it is not hazard- 
ous to say would be the case, if pro- 
mulged, is worthy of all praise. He 
shows the respect due the high office, 
the labors of which he will soon be 
called upon to discharge. It might, 
and probably would, be embarrassing 
to both, the retiring and in-coming, 
administrations. But it did not 
require an avowal of what will be his 
policy, because in accepting the nomi- 
nation for the Presidency, his letter 
disclosed all that it was necessary for a 
frank and generous soldier to explain, 
and so thought a majority of the voters, 
In that letter, to which we refer with 


come the mere instrument of the Radi- 
cal party, to carry out the designs of 
the soi-disant leaders, irrespective of 
the demands of a suffering country. 
The injunction with which he closed, 
echoed by many a laboring heart, 
could not have been uttered under the 
frivolous pretense of affected sentiment. 
It was rather the spontaneous ebulli- 
tion of humane feeling that had shud- 
dered at the carnage of the battle-field 
the ebbing away of the life-blood of 
heroes—and: had afterward viewed 
with bedewed eyes the desolation that 
followed in the track of war. He 
had visited the South and saw 
for himself the actual condition 
of the people, their destitution, 
their readiness to accept the “situa- 
tion,“ so far as was then demanded by 
their so-called conquerors, giving up 
their slave property unmurmuringly, 
and foregoing all claims for its restora- 
tion, orany equivalent therefor. He 
saw this and so reported—his report 
being recognized as the only veracious 
statement of the true condition of the 
country, which hired libellers were be- 
ginning to disparage and exaggerate 
with powers of falsehood that have 
only been excelled in later efforts for 
the most wicked of political ends. 
These are our foundations on which 
we construct the edifice that will give 
glory to the administration of General 
GRANT. We cannot conceive that he 
who started with so fair a record, can 
yield to the importunities of politi- 
cal 8 and hucksters. He 
will have a hard struggle for the 
mastery, and the Senate seems 
to hold the tenure of office law in terro- 
remover him. But he can, if he will,

It would be a victory greater than the 
fall of Vicksburg. It would bea res- 
toration to the President of Constitu- 
tional rights, of which the office was 
divested by a contumacious and usurp- 
ing Congress. We say, too, “let us 
have peace, and with the people re- 
stored to their birthright, and the 
States re-united, the country will 
spring into prosperity even above the 
crushing weight of the National debt. 
We look for a fair, honest, practical, 
peaceful, prosperous administration 
for General Grant, and shall only cease : 
to look for it when all auguries fail, 
and the worst of disappointments shall 
be realized.
